These Days

The angrie.st letters that this columnist provok es 
come from people who don’t lik e to see objections 
raised to the compul.sory features of the union shop. "So 
the union shop is the road to slavery? What the devil 
do you k now about it?" writes one man. 
And from 
another: "What right have you to talk about the union 
.shop? 
You’ve probably never seen the inside of a 
factory." 


Such protests require an answer that involves a 
bit of autobiography. In the fir.st place, this columnist 
ha.s probably seen the inside of more factories than 
r ^ s t people; 
for some twelve years of his work ing 
life he wrote industrial .survey articles of one type or 
another. 
After watching the rhythm of work in a 
number of factories, one .soon gets a sixth .sense about 
happy shops and miserable one.s—and the happy ones 
aiT not always co-extensive with the state of unioniza­ 
tion in them. Some unions have done .some good in 
some places, but .some of the most sullen work men 
are fho.se who are tied up tighter than a drum by a 
closed or a union shop dominated by an unbudgeable 
and tyrannical leadership. 


More Important than the factories which this 
columnist has seen, however, is his own experience 
a s a union man. In the Nineteen Thirties, when I 
work ed for Fortune Magazine, I was one of the 
founder-memhers of the local unit of the New York 
Newspaper Guild. That was in the "Red Decade." 
a s it has been called in the title of a book by 
Kugene Lyons. We soon found that our unit of the 
Guild was a battleground between Communist sym­ 
pathizers and anti-Commiinists. The Communist 
sympathizers had a "line”—and they fought for it 
far more pertinaciously, and with a much better 
sense of organization, than the anti-Communists 
could ever seem to manage. 


So it went until an ex-Communi.st named Whittak er 
Chambers joined our anti (’ommuni.st caucus in the 
unit. This was long before the Hi.ss case brok e. Cham­ 
bers. out of his capacious k nowledge of Communists 
strategy and tactics. explainH to us the methods by 
which a m ere handful of genuine Communists managed 
to manipulate Fellow Travelers and the vague ‘‘lib­ 
erals 
who were fashionably "I/Cft" until the signing 
of the Nazi-Soviet Pact finally disillusioned them. Soon 
our caucus was staying in there until the late hours 
of the evening, .slugging it nut with the tacticians of 
the extreme Left 
We began to get somewhere—and 
the Time, Inc., Guild unit, in which Fortune Magazine 
writers were included, was eventually able to purge 
itself of the Fellow Traveler influence. 


It was during this experience as 
a member of 
a white collar union (hat I derided it would be (oo 
m urh of a gamble ever to tie myself up with any 
compulsory organization short of the I'nited States 
of America. Actually, a union shop at Time, Inc., 
might not have proved permanently intolerable, for 
the Communists could hardly have mustered the 
persuasiveness to dominate the innocent majority 
once Stalin had really begun to show the malevo­ 
lence of his true character. Rut even If the Com­ 
munists had managed lo control the unit for a brief 
period it would have been bad enough. If they had 
been successful in their tak e-over strategy, and if 
they had managed lo He the whole writing staff 
up within a eompulsorv union shop, what troubles 
they might have caused for those of us who insisted 
on attack ing (he ( nmmunist line in print! Character 
assassination would have been (he least of it.

teen years 
But it was always with the k nowledge that 
hli was a wholly voluntary memlx>rship. and that if 
he didn’t lik e the Guild leadership he was free to dis­ 
tent-- and, if neces.sary. mak e the di.ssent effective by 
tending in his resignation 
I was not the best union 
member in the world, for I am personally bored by 
meetings and the sheer wa.ste of good writing time 
involved in parliam entary maneuvering 
But in a free 
country one is entitled tn one’s taste.s—and as long as 
the Guild leadership did not tie me to a pro Stalini.st 
political line I was content lo let the local unit be my 
bargaining agent

Tax Reforms, Labor Problems, And The Deficit 


WASHINGTON — A bill reduc­ 
ing income tax rates will be en­ 
acted by Congress some time this 
year. 
In the measure will l)e 
some provisions called "reform s" 
hut hardly any of the major pro­ 
posals which tlie administration 
has submitted. 
This is the outlook today on 
Capitol Hill, and President Ken­ 
nedy is prepared to accept the 
result as a compromise. He hasn’t 
given up his drive to get the 
"reform s” he wants, but the op­ 
position in Congress is too formid­ 
able for him to let a hassle over 
these "reform s” k ill all chance 
of passing a tax bill this year. 
"What 
we 
need,” 
says 
the 
President, “is the bill this year, 
and nothing should .stand in its 
way." 
Mr. Kennedy made it clear this 
week to a symposium on economic 
growth, sponsored by the Amer­ 
ican 
Bank ers Association, 
that 
he still prefers a tax cut with 
"reform s." If. however, there is 
no tax cut at all, he predicts a 
deficit bigger than the one Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower encountered af­ 
ter the recession in 19.58. Mr. 
Kennedy’s exact words cau.sed an 
arching of eyebrows. He said: 
"In other words, the deficit, 
without a tax cut. would then be 
far higher than the projected defi­ 
cit we face with a tax cut — 
higher even than the record defi­ 
cit of $ 12.4 billion which follow­ 
ed the recession of 1958, only a 
few months after the President 
of the United States had submit­ 
ted a budget which provided for 
a surplus of a half-billion dollars. 
That is how quick ly a deficit can 
unbalance the budget.” 
But what is the explanation of 
President 
Kennedy’s own 
fore­ 
cast of a surplus that turned out 
to be a deficit*’ In January 1962, 
Mr. Kennedy told Congress that 
the budget for the fiscal year end­ 
ing June .*10, 1963, would show a 
surplus of $ .500 million — a bal­ 
anced budget with a modest sur­ 
plus. V'et, before many months 
had pa.ssed, a deficit was indicat­ 
ed. and the latest estim ate is 
that the red figure will be around 
$ 8.8 billion at the end of the 
fiscal year this .lune. 
The year 1962, moreover, wasn’t

year. In fact, Mr. Kennedy in his 
speech to the bank ers this week 
said: "The American economy is 
now in its twenty-fourth month of 
recovery." This means “recov­ 
ery" started just alter the Ken­ 
nedy Inauguration — a conven­ 
ient date, politically speak ing. 
But how did the President mak e 
.such a mistak e if it wasn't a re­ 
cession that produced his deficit? 
The official figures in his budget 
messages explain what happened. 
Mr. Kennedy estimated his re­ 
ceipts for fiscal year 1963 at $ 7 5 
billion more than they are turning 
out to be, and he permitted ex­ 
penses to go up by an additional 


$ 1.8 billion over his budget. It 
can be said here, too. that this 
is ju.st another way that a "defi­ 
cit can unbalance a budget” 
One of the items that was over­ 
estimated by the administration 
was corporate profits. Instead of 
the expected $ .56 billion, they turn­ 
ed out to be $ 51 billion. The year 
1962, of course, saw a decline in 
the profits of steel and related in­ 
dustries. It was in April 1962 that 
President Kennedy declared war 
on the U. S. Steel Corporation and 
thrust the power of the federal 
government into the normal pro­ 
cess of price-mak ing in a major 
industry. Repercussions followed 
in other industries.

Meanwhile, Kennedy continues 
his secret corres|X)ndence with 
Soviet 
Prem ier Khrushchev on 
the specific topic of tho.se Russian 
military cadres .stationed in Cuba. 
To Washington observers, Ken­ 
nedy has embark ed on a two­ 
pronged 
course 
that 
contains 
built-m contradictions, yet it ap­ 
pears to be the only practical 
avenue open to him. 
On the one hand, he is trying to 
muffle criticism from his political 
opposition on thi> ground that it 
is stirring up luiblic demands for 
action at a time when quiet wait­ 
ing seems to be in order. On the 
other, Kennedy is believed to be 
telling Khrushchev, in effect, that 
public clamor in the U. S. mak es 


it imperative that they find a 
peaceable way in Cuba, and that 
this involves the withdrawal of a 
good part of those thousands of 
Russian 
technicians 
and 
other 
military personnel from Castro’s 
island. 
Khrushchev, 
meanwhile, 
can 
only conclude that all the ruck us 
is winning back for him some of 
the prestige he lost in the eyes 
of the world when he had to back 
down in the face of Kennedy’s 
ultimatum last October. 
It 
is 
doubtful 
that 
Khrushchev 
will 
mak e any serious move to with­ 
draw tlw Soviet military from 
Cuba without something tangible 
in return. 
In the w'orld of the cold war, 
Kennedy k nows he cannot expect 
Khrushchev to accept a second 
loss of prestige. 
The problem is 
to find a way to "give" Khrush­ 
chev something, which will have 
no intrinsic value of itself, but 
will permit Mr K to hail it as a 
success while permitting Kennedy 
to deny there as any "ideal” 
Only under these conditions will 
the Soviet force be pulled out of 
Cuba. And, admittedly, such con­ 
ditions are hard to find. 


the m ajor steel companies show­ 
ed a drop for the year 1962, and 
dividends were cut.

reading his prepared address — 
he was ask ed specifically by one 
of the bank ers if it wasn’t "more 
important than previously to pre­ 
vent wage rates from increasing 
faster 
than 
productivity," 
Mr. 
Kennedy replied: 
"I would think that wage rates 
would follow — I hope they would 
follow 
the 
general 
guidelines 
which have heen suggested on sev­ 
eral occasions, which are tied to 
the principle which you just des­ 
cribed, that wage rates should 
be tied to productivity increases. 
The difficulty, of course, is argu­ 
ing that productivity increases and 
also discussing how increases in 
productivity should he divided. 
But I think the general principle 
is one we certainly support and 
continue to support,’’ 
Yet just 
recently, when 
the 
longshoremen’s strik e was settled 
by intervention of the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration, the wage increases 
granted 
deviated 
considerably 
from the so-called "guidelines.” 
Neglect of the labor problem has 
more to do with deficits and re­ 
cessions than meets the eye of the 
politicians in W'ashington!

Alan Hager is a good-look ing, 
gangling, 
open-faced 
American 
who look s lik e someone who might 
have graduated from Harvard, 
’62, which as a m atter of fact 
he did 
He teaches jazz at a 
French lycee, and how many of 
tho.se do you k now? 
Jazz, we all k now, is treated in 
Europe as something only a little 
less sacred than holy writ. It 
tak es enormous courage for an 
Amencan to talk jazz to a French 
huff or nut, as I call them, and 
to attempt to teach them jazz 
tak es guts above mortal compre­ 
hension. How, I ask ed Hager, did 
he get into this? 
“ I wanted to see Europe, ac­ 
tually,” said Hager. " I’ve been a 
jazz buff ever since 1 uas a stu­ 
dent at Exeter and I play the 
drum s 
.A. friend I was staying 
with here told me about a jazz 
club in the Lycee d’lvry at Vitry, 
outside P ans They needed some­ 
one to come in and talk about 
jazz Before me. they just listen(‘d 
to jazz. I’ve always had a yen 
to teach jazz I’m explaining the 
disciplines of jazz as if they were 
m athem atics” He ran his fingers 
through his thick mop of hair, 
gloomily "I think maybe there’s 
too much mathematics in my lec­ 
tures” 
He drew me some diagrams of 
the mathematics of jazz and they 
look ed formidable "1 think there 
are pos.sibly three of my students 
who understand it." he said The 
great problem with the French 
intellecfual.s is not that they don t 
tak e jazz seriously but that they 
tak e It too .seriously F’lench in­ 
tellectuals will tell you that jazz 
is the only 20th century art form 
worthy of notice and that it is 


the last spasm of cultural vitality 
in Western civilization. 
This reverence interferes, Hager 
think s, with their enjoyment of the 
thing. 
"They concentrate very 
hard," he says. "Too hard. They 
lean forward and k nit their brows 
and concentrate and it goes in 
one ear and out the other. They 
don’t just sit and lik e it. 
"There's a reverence for musi­ 
cians, 
especially 
Negro 
musi­ 
cians. which k eeps them from 
feeling the music The corners of 
the mouth drop, as if they were 
listening to Bach, and they lean 
forward and listen. 1 try to get 
them to relax and feel it.” 
This explains why so many of 
the top jazz musicians live and 
work in Europe They can mak e 
more money in the United States, 
hut they get treated better in 
Europe. "They're not treated as 
eijuals." 
says 
H a g e r 
dryly. 
"They're treated as gods. Some­ 
times it goes to their heads and 
it eftects their playing and blurs 
their values” 
There are no color lines in E ur­ 
ope 
hut as far as jazz is con­ 
cerned, Hager says, there is a 
k ind of reverse racism. 
The French don’t think any­ 
one but Negroes can play the 
blues. I played some white blues 
to my class and it baffled them. 
They didn’t think there was such 
a thing as white blues” 
Hager says he would love to 
teach a cour.se in jazz to Ameri­ 
cans when he gets back to the 
United .States. "All that jazz that 
is taught in .America is aimed at 
musicians 
The cour.ses for just 
plain i>eop!e are simply courses in 
the history of jazz. I’d lik e to 
teach the technique of jazz 1 think 
there is a great hunger for it."

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A Big Year For 
Tax Revisions 


This is shaping up as a major tax revision 
year, but it may have trouble living up to its 
ballyhooed image of the year in which the for­ 
gotten taxpayer is finally given some relief. 
A survey by Tax Foundation Inc.— a non­ 
profit research organization — reveals that at 
least 30 state legislatures have tax revision laws 
under way. All of them upward. 
An estimated $1.5 billion would be added 
to the total tax bill if these pending tax bills 
all became law. In addition, hundreds of local 
tax rates change annually nearly always upward. 
Tax Foundation discovered that most of the 
States considering tax changes are going ahead 
with their plans regardless of the action taken 
by Congress on the President’s tax proposals. 
It is in Washington, of course, that the pre­ 
ponderant change in the individual’s tax bill will 
originate. If federal rates are reduced substan­ 
tially, it will be the first significant tax decrease 
since post-World War II reductions. 
This fact has not escaped local and state 
taxing bodies, whose burgeoning expenditures in 
recent years have Collided head-on with the fed­ 
eral government’s encroachment into taxing 
fields once held the exclusive domain of the 
states. 


Thus, the taxpayer who has been through 
the hopeful expectation cycle of “contemplated” 
tax reductions so many times will find federal 
tax relief, if any, will amount to little more than 
a transfer of indebtedness. 


In this event, would he find that his de­ 
mands for more frugal spending of his contri­ 
bution to the public welfare fell on more 
responsive ears?

The Worst Enemy 


The angriest letters that this columnist provokes 
come from people who don’t like to see objections 
raised to the compulsory features of the union shop. “ So 
the union shop is the road to slavery? What the devil 
do you know about it?” w rites one m an. 
And from 
another: “ W hat right have you to talk about the union 
shop? 
You’ve probably never seen the inside of a 
factory.” 
Such protests require an answ er that involves a 
bit of autobiography. In the first place, this colum nist 
has probably seen the inside of m ore factories than 
m ost people: 
for some twelve years of his working 
life he wrote industrial survey articles of one type or 
another. 
After watching the rhythm of work in a 
num ber of factories, one soon gets a sixth sense about 
happy shops and m iserable ones—and the happy ones 
are not always co-extensive with the state of unioniza­ 
tion in them . 
Some unions have done some good in 
som e places, hut some of the m ost sullen workmen 
are those who are tied up tighter than a drum by a 
closed or a union shop dom inated by an unbudgeable 
and tyrannical leadership. 


More important than the factories which this 
columnist has seen, however, is his own experience 
as a union man. In the Nineteen Thirties, when I 
worked for Fortune Magazine, I was one of the 
founder-members of the local unit of the New York 
Newspaper Guild. That was in the “Red Decade,” 
as it has been called in the title of a book by 
Eugene Lyons. We soon found that our unit of the 
Guild was a battleground between Communist sym­ 
pathizers and anti-Communists. The Communist 
sympathizers had a “line”—and they fought for it 
far more pertinaciously, and with a much better 
sense of organization, than the anti-Communists 
could ever seem to manage. 


So it went until an ex-Communist nam ed W hittaker 
C ham bers joined our anti com m unist caucus in the 
unit. This w as long before the Hiss case broke. Cham ­ 
bers, out of his capacious knowledge of Com m unists 
strategy and tactics, explained to us the m ethods by 
which a m ere handful of genuine Comm unists m anaged 
to m anipulate Fellow T ravelers and the vague “ lib­ 
erals” who w ere fashionably “L eft” until the signing 
of the Nazi-Soviet P act finally disillusioned them . Soon 
our caucus w as staying in there until the late hours 
of the evening, slugging it out with the tacticians of 
the extrem e Left 
We began to get som ewhere—and 
the Time, Inc., Guild unit, in which Fortune M agazine 
w riters w ere included, w as eventually able to purge 
itself of the Fellow T raveler influence. 


It was during this experience as a member of 
a white collar union that I decided it would be too 
much of a gamble ever to tie myself up with any 
compulsory organization short of the United States 
of America. Actually, a union shop at Time, Inc., 
might not have proved permanently intolerable, for 
the Communists could hardly have mustered the 
persuasiveness to dominate the innocent majority 
once Stalin had really begun to show the malevo­ 
lence of his true character. Rut even if the Com­ 
munists had managed to control the unit for a brief 
period it would have been bad enough. If they had 
been successful in their take-over strategy, and lf 
they had managed to tie the whole writing staff 
up within a compulsory union shop, what troubles 
they might have caused for those of us who insisted 
on attacking the Communist line in print! Character 
assassination would have been the least of It. 


^ ; 
This columnist rem ained a Guild m em ber for fif­ 
teen years. But it was alw ays with the knowledge that 
his was a wholly voluntary m em bership, and that if 
he didn’t like the Guild leadership he was free to dis­ 
sent—and, if necessary, m ake the dissent effective by 
sending in his resignation. 
I w as not the best union 
m em her in the world, for I am personally bored by 
m eetings and the sheer w aste of good w riting tim e 
involved in parliam entary m aneuvering 
But in a free 
country one is entitled to one’s ta ste s—and as long as 
the Guild leadership did not tie m e to a pro-Stalinist 
political line I was content to let the local unit be my 
bargaining agent. 
If it had ever come to the point of forcing m e to 
accept an agent against m y will, however, I would 
have found som e other line of work. Even raising pota­ 
toes would have been preferable to asking a m ere 
agent for perm ission to hold a w riting job.

Tax Reforms. Labor Problems. And The Deficit 


WASHINGTON - A bill reduc­ 
ing income tax rates will be en­ 
acted by Congress some tim e this 
year. 
In 
the m easure 
will be 
some provisions called “ reform s” 
but hardly any of the m ajor pro­ 
posals which tfie adm inistration 
has subm itted. 
This is the outlook today on 
Capitol Hill, and President Ken­ 
nedy is prepared to accept the 
result as a compromise. He hasn’t 
given up his drive to get the 
“ reform s” he w ants, but the op­ 
position in Congress is too form id­ 
able for him to let a hassle over 
these “reform s" kill all chance 
of passing a tax bill this year. 
“ What 
we 
need,” 
says 
the 
President, “ is the bill this year, 
and nothing should stand in its 
w ay.” 
Mr. Kennedy m ade it clear this 
week to a symposium on economic 
growth, sponsored by the Am er­ 
ican 
B ankers 
Association, 
that 
he still prefers a tax cut with 
“ reform s.” If, however, there is 
no tax cut at all, he predicts a 
deficit bigger than the one P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er encountered af­ 
ter the recession in 
1958. Mr. 
K ennedy’s exact words caused an 
arching of eyebrows. He said: 
“ In other words, the deficit, 
without a tax cut, would then be 
far higher than the projected defi­ 
cit we face with a tax cut — 
higher even than the record defi­ 
cit of $12.4 billion which follow­ 
ed the recession of 1958, only a 
few m onths after the President 
of the United States had subm it­ 
ted a budget which provided for 
a surplus of a half-billi6n dollars. 
That is how quickly a deficit can 
unbalance the budget.” 
But w hat is the explanation of 
P resident 
Kennedy’s 
own 
fore­ 
cast of a surplus that turned out 
to he a deficit? In January 1962, 
M r. Kennedy told Congress th at 
the budget for the fiscal year end­ 
ing Ju n e 30, 1963, would show a 
surplus of $500 million — a bal­ 
anced budget with a m odest sur­ 
plus. Yet, before m any months 
had passed, a deficit was indicat­ 
ed, and the latest estim ate is 
that the red figure will be around 
$8.8 billion at the end of the 
fiscal year this June. 
The year 1962, m oreover, w asn’t

speech to the bankers this week 
said: "The Am erican economy is 
now in its twenty-fourth month of 
recovery.”

CUBAN SITUATION — Admin­ 
istration efforts have failed, so 
far, to choke off public criticism 
of its handling of the Cuban situ­ 
ation,

Kennedy 
h asn ’t stopped trying. 
The other day, for exam ple, he 
conducted a White House briefing 
for Capitol Hill leaders by such 
governm ent lum inaries as Secre­ 
tary of State Rusk, Secretary of 
Defense M cN am ara, and Central 
Intelligence Director McCone. 
Meanwhile, Kennedy continues 
his 
secret correspondence with 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
K hrushchev on 
the specific topic of those R ussian 
m ilitary cadres stationed in Cuba. 
To Washington observers, Ken­ 
nedy has em barked on a two­ 
pronged 
course 
that 
contains 
built-in contradictions, yet it ap­ 
pears to he the only practical 
avenue open to him. 
On the one hand, he is trying to 
m uffle criticism from his political 
opposition on the ground that it 
is stirring up public dem ands for 
action at a time when quiet w ait­ 
ing seem s to be in order. On the 
other, Kennedy is believed to be 
telling Khrushchev, in effect, that 
public clam or in the U. S. m akes 


it im perative th at they find a 
peaceable way in Cuba, and that 
this involves the w ithdraw al of a 
good part of those thousands of 
Russian 
technicians 
and 
other 
m ilitary personnel from C astro's 
island. 
K hrushchev, 
m eanw hile, 
can 
only conclude that all the ruckus 
is winning back for him some of 
the prestige he lost in the eyes 
of the world when he had to back 
down in the face of Kennedy’s 
ultim atum last October. 
It 
is 
doubtful 
that 
K hrushchev 
will 
m ake any serious move to with­ 
draw the Soviet 
m ilitary from 
Cuba without som ething tangible 
in return. 
In the world of the cold w ar, 
Kennedy knows he cannot expect 
K hrushchev to accept a second 
loss of prestige. 
The problem is 
to find a way to “ give” Khrush­ 
chev something, which will have 
no intrinsic value of itself, but 
will perm it Mr. K. to hail it as a 
success while perm itting Kennedy 
to deny there as any “ ideal.” 
Only under these conditions will 
the Soviet force be pulled out of 
Cuba. And, adm ittedly, such con­ 
ditions are hard to find. 


the m ajor steel com panies show­ 
ed a drop for the year 1962. and 
dividends were cut.

Sit­ 
uations like these show how the 
national economy can be serious­ 
ly interrupted and the power of 
labor-union monopolies interposed 
to affect wage costs, to increase 
prices, and to cause sales vol­ 
um e to drop. 
The President, in his speech 
here to 
the 
bankers, did 
not 
touch on these problem s except 
to say that “ we m ust use pru­ 
dence in the m anagem ent of our 
w ages and prices.” When — after 
reading his prepared address — 
he was asked specifically by one 
of the bankers if it w asn’t “m ore 
im portant than previously to pre­ 
vent wage rates from increasing 
faster 
than 
productivity,” 
Mr, 
Kennedy replied: 
“ I would think that wage rates 
would follow — I hope they would 
follow 
the 
general 
guidelines 
which have been suggested on sev­ 
eral occasions, which are tied to 
the principle which you just des­ 
cribed, that wage rates should 
be tied to productivity increases. 
The difficulty, of course, is argu­ 
ing that productivity increases and 
also discussing how increases in 
productivity 
should 
be divided. 
But I think the general principle 
is one we certainly support and 
continue to support.” 
Yet just 
recently, when 
the 
longshorem en’s strike was settled 
by intervention of the Kennedy ad ­ 
m inistration, the wage increases 
granted 
deviated 
considerably 
from the so-called “ guidelines.” 
N eglect of the labor problem has 
m ore to do with deficits and re ­ 
cessions than m eets the eye of the 
politicians in Washington.

Alan Hager is a good-looking, 


gangling, 
open-faced 
American 
who looks like someone who might, 
have graduated 
from 
H arvard, 
’62, which as a m atter of fact 


he did. He teaches jazz at a 
French lycee, and how many of 
those do you know? 
Jazz, we all know, is treated in 
Europe as something only a little 
less sacred than holy writ. It 
takes enormous courage for an 
A m erican to talk jazz to a French 
buff or nut, as I call them , and 
to attem pt to teach them jazz 
takes guts above m ortal com pre­ 
hension. How, I asked Hager, did 
he get into this? 
“ I wanted to see Europe, ac­ 
tually,” said Hager. “ I’ve been a 
jazz buff ever since I was a stu­ 
dent at E xeter and I play the 
drum s. A friend I w as staying 
with here told me about a jazz 
club in the Lycee d ’lvry at Vitry, 
outside Paris. They needed some­ 
one to come in and talk about 
jazz Before me, they just listened 
to jazz. I’ve alw ays had a yen 
to teach jazz. I'm explaining the 
disciplines of jazz as if they were 
m athem atics.” He ran his fingers 
through his thick mop of hair, 
gloomily. “ I think m aybe th ere’s 
too much m athem atics in my lec­ 
tu res.” 
He drew me some diagram s of 
the m athem atics of jazz and they 
looked formidable. “ I think there 
are possibly three of my students 
who understand it,” he said. The 
great problem with the French 
intellectuals is not that they don't 
take jazz seriously hut that they 
take it too seriously. French in­ 
tellectuals will tell you that jazz 
is the only 20th century art form 
' orthy of notice and that R is 


the last spasm of cultural vitality 
in W estern civilization. 
This reverence interferes. H ager 
thinks, with their enjoym ent of the 
thing. 
“They 
concentrate 
very 
h ard ,” he says. “ Too hard. They 
lean forward and knit their brows 
and concentrate and it goes in 
one ear and out the other. They 
don’t just sit and like it. 
“ T here’s a reverence for m usi­ 
cians, 
especially 
Negro 
m usi­ 
cians, which keeps them from 
feeling the music. The corners of 
the mouth drop, as if they were 
listening to Bach, and they lean 
forw ard and listen. I try to get 
them to relax and feel it.” 
This explains why so m any of 
the top jazz m usicians live and 
work in Europe. They can m ake 
m ore money in the United States, 
but they get treated better in 
Europe. “They’re not treated as 
equals,” 
says 
H a g e r 
dryly. 
“ They’re treated as gods. Some­ 
tim es it goes to their heads and 
it effects their playing and blurs 
their values.” 
There are no color lines in E u r­ 
ope, hut as far as jazz is con­ 
cerned, Hager says, there is a 
kind of reverse racism . 
“The French don’t think any­ 
one but Negroes can play the 
blues. I played some white blues 
to my class and it baffled them . 
They didn’t think there was such 
a thing as white blues.” 
Hager says he would love to 
teach a course in jazz to Am eri­ 
cans when he gets back to the 
United .States. “ All that jazz that 
is taught in America is aim ed at 
m usicians. The courses for just 
plain people are simply courses in 
the history of jazz. I’d like to 
teach the technique of jazz I think 
there is a great hunger for it.”

BALTIMORE (A P '-T h e M ary­ 
land Comm ittee for F air R epre­ 
sentation asked the U.S. D istrict 
Court Friday to invalidate Mary- 
lands’ unit vote system in prim ary 
elections. 
The M aryland Senate defeated 
a bill this session that would have 
repealed the 53-year-old system of 
nominating statew ide candidates 
by the unit vote. 
The com m ittee will argue in its 
suit that the unit vote violates the 
federal constitution which guaran­ 
tees equal voting rights to the in­ 
dividual and provides that U.S.
